Auction Committee Sets April 10

Timer Ready to Start for Morning 
Commute 


The club's 147.06 repeater will begin a 30 
second timer operation on St. Patrick’s Day, 
March 17, said Paul Girard, KC6TZU, 
chairman of the Rocky Ridge Repeater Group. 


"In order to give everyone an equal opportunity 
to access the 2 meter repeater, the 30 second 
timer will be turned on during the morning and 
evening commute hours,” said Girard. 


“The W6CX repeaters belong to the club, and 
its members,” he said. “We have asked 
members, and others, to exercise both hang 
time and use courtesy to allow others to use the 
machine. That has not worked satisfactorily. 
The 30 second timer is designed to remind 
everyone to use the repeater in a courteous and 
efficient manner.” 


The timer will automatically “time out” the 
machine on long winded hams. 


"The W6CX machines are respected and I 
intend them to remain that way,” said Girard. 
He added, “The repeaters are not a private 
enterprise. They are open, and are intended for 
ALL to use and enjoy. If it becomes necessary, 
the commute hours will become a directed net 
though an appointed net control during those 
hours. That will assure equal and fair access,” 
he said. 


Girard’s action may be viewed by some as 
dictatorial, but he said, “I intend to guard and 
defend this very valuable resource from misuse 
by a very few.” 


The motivating events were “long winded” 
conversations during February storms during 
which valuable commute information was 
delayed, and the positive response of club 
members at the February 21 meeting, during 
which Girard outlined his intentions. 


Rocky Ridge Group Will Ponder 
Antenna Problem 


Nature, misalignment, design failure, lightning, 
you name it. They have all been blamed for a 
problem in the antenna of the MDARC 2 meter 
antenna system. The problem surfaced about a 
month ago and sounded much like a 
“kerchunker gone wild.” 


The problem was traced by the Rocky Ridge 
Repeater Group's Technical Chairman, 
KB6RMT (Mike Burke) and N6PMF (Keith 
Lattin) to an internal antenna problem. By 
lowering the output to 5 watts the problem has 
been “partially resolved.” 


Though reduction in power is allowing the 
system to “work” it is not “at its finest.” The 
RRRG will consider purchasing a new antenna, 
or taking other action, when it meets at the Fire 
College (Treat Blvd just west of Oak Grove) at 
8 p.m. Wednesday, March 18. 


The RRRG will also initiate new members and 
will consider the application of members 
seeking membership. Potential members are 
required to be present with a sponsor, a copy of 
their license, and $10 in initiation fees and $25 
annual membership. 


Family members are admitted at $5 additional. 


Annual membeship dues are required to be 
paid before March 31 in order to prevent loss 
of autoslot space. RRRG codes will be 


changed on March 31, Girard said.

Bay-to-Breakers Needs Operators 


I received a mailing from the American Red 
Cross, Golden Gate Chapter announcing the 
time and date of the Bay-to-Breakers footrace. 
It is to be held on Sunday, May 17th, 1992. 
The location is (of course) San Francisco. 


For those of you not familiar with the Bay-to- 
Breakers, this is a footrace across the city of 
San Francisco. The terrain varies from flat to 
the hills for which San Francisco is so famous. 
Approximately 120,000 runners start the race 
and most of them finish. Some don’t, and that 
is where Amateur Radio comes in. 


Amateurs provide the bulk of the reliable 
communications for the First Aid Stations, 
Mobile Assistance Teams, Lost Children 
Stations, and logistics and supply at the 
Watering Stations. Other radio systems are 
used, but it is only Amateur Radio that 
provides interagency communications. 


Why should you participate? This type of event 
provides an opportunity to experience what is, 
for all practical purposes, a mass evacuation. 
This type of exercise would be impractical (!) 
to conduct under ‘normal’ circumstances. The 
Bay-To-Breakers provides an opportunity to 
experience what it would be like to operate at a 
field position in a miulti-net environment 
during a mass evacuation under difficult RF 
and terrain conditions. 


With the demise of the Moffett Air Show 
(crowds approaching 200,000) the Bay-To- 
Breakers has become the ‘Big Event’ in 
Amateur Radio Training Exercises.

BBS DXing & Your Home BBS 


As the network of nodes and packet switches 
continues to expand, it is becoming easier and 
easier to connect to stations all over Northern 
California and beyond. As a result of this easy 
access, we're finding stations using Bulletin 
Board Systems that are 50, 100, even 200 miles 
or more away. In recent days I've noticed a 
station in Reno using the BBS in San 
Francisco, a station in Sausalito connecting to 
the BBS in Yuba City, a station in Chico 
attempting to reach the BBS in Fremont, and a 
station in Oakland using a BBS in Santa 
Barbara. 


This practice of BBS DXing is NOT a good 
one for several reasons: 


1-You're unnecessarily adding to _ the 
congestion on the network. (A BBS sends out a 
lot of data, and on a long haul it can really 
cause a major problem.) 


2-You're wasting your own time due to the 
long wait between packets. 


3-You're blocking the use of the BBS for local 
users. 


4-You'll timeout and be disconnected before 
you have finished, more often than not. 


There are now 41 BBSes in Northern 
California, so you should be able to find one 
close to your QTH. All 41 of the BBSes carry 
the same bulletins, and a message left on any 
of these systems will be forwarded within a 
short time to any of the others. There is no 
need to use a BBS that’s miles away from you. 
If you want to try DXing to see how far you 
can reach via the network, that’s fine, but 
please connect to other NODES, not to distant 
BBSes. 


Once you've found a local BBS with a good 
path, you should make it your HOME BBS. 
This is the packet bulletin board system that 
you want all of your personal packet messages 
delivered to. It should be the BBS that you use 
regularly, and MUST be a full service system. 
Personal BBSs and TNC mailboxes cannot be 
used as a home BBS. Only the calls of full 
service BBSs are included in the BBS 
forwarding files, so if you use a TNC mailbox 
or personal BBS callsign for your home BBS, 
the forwarding system won't have any idea 
where to send the message. It would be 
impossible for every BBS to list every personal 
mailbox call. 
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"Rescue by Radio” Article in March 
Reader's Digest 


In the March 1992 issue of “The Reader's 
Digest” is a story entitled “Rescue by Radio.” 
It is the story of the relationship between 
amateur radio operator Ned Raub, W1RAN, of 
Waterford, CT and Piseth (“Seth”) Keo, 
XU1SS. 


The story, written by Mel White, casts both 
amateur radio as a hobby, and amateur radio 
operators, in an extremely favorable light. The 
story of Seth’s loss of his family to the Khmer 
Rouge and then his finding his mother and and 
three brothers were alive and well in the US is 
a real tear-jerker. Throughout the story the 
humanity of amateur radio operators, including 
unnamed hams from the Philippines, are 
wonderfully portrayed as warm, caring 
individuals who have used their hobby and 
technical expertise for the benefit of others. 


We in amateur radio realize the work we do to 
benefit our fellow man during weather or other 
natural disasters. Unfortunately, those we 
support during these times don’t realize that 
others have life-threatening situations which 
are also dealt with, in part, by hams. This 
story, which should be ‘required reading’ in 
every ham shack, every novice class, and at 
every city council meeting discussing the 
“esthetically displeasing antennas,” shows that 
while we may spend many hours in recreation 
with our radios and other equipment, when 
push comes to shove, some very wonderful 
people are doing some very wonderful things. 
Ned Raub has set an example which is most 
worthy of emulation. We won't all have the 
opportunity to do something as important as 
WIRAN did, but we can certainly take 
pleasure in helping others and in being 
associated with a man of his concern. ---Karl,
